Over 900 immigrants march- 
ed through downtown Montréal 
Friday protesting the violation 
of their human rights and seek- 
ing refugee status. S 

Representing immigrants 
from Afghanistan, Africa, 
HBangladesh, Iran, Latin 
America and Sri Lanka, the 
Aprotesters first marched to the 
Québec office of the Ministère 
des communautés culturelles et 
ide l'immigration on McGill 
Street, in the heart of the Mon- 

Bitréal business community. They 
later swarmed before the Cana- 
dian Employment and Immigra- 

‘ition regional office on St. Ur- 
bain next to Place des Arts. 

The march was organised by 
the Table de concertation des 

organismes de Montréal au ser- 

vice des réfugiés, headed by 

President Robert Beaupré. It 

commemorated the first an- 

iversary of the federal govern- 
ment’s abandonment of 
efugees in Canada. ~ 

On October 21, 1982, the 
Canadian government cut aid to 
refugees awaiting official 
tatus. The victims of this 
austerity measure instituted by 
 Bifederal Minister of Immigration 
and Employment Lloyd Axwor- 
thy were left to seek help 
through the charity of ‘com- 
amunity associations. 

The protesters, who gathered 
Mat Place Victoria, marched 
Bvociferously but in an orderly 

ashion down McGill Street, up 
‘BeBeaver Hall Hill and along Dor- 
Michester, where their swollen 

ranks stretched for slightly 
more than one mile. 

Shouting ‘Give Us Status” 
and ‘‘Solidarité avec les 
Refugiés,’’ the: marchers 
displayed banners asking 
‘What happened to human 
mights?’’? and condemning the 
Frudéau government for its 
ypocritical stance, considering 
its alleged desire to promote a 

ee North-South dialogue.’” 
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At the Québec offices, seven - 


members of the Table de con- 


certation met with provincial. 


officials, including Deputy 
Minister of Immigration and 


- Cultural Communities Juliette 


Berchel and the Minister’s 
cabinet representative Fernando 
Sybilla, who later took part in 


the march-on the federal of- 


fices. 

Beaupré was moderately 
pleased with these talks, believ- 
ing provincial ministers were 
doing their best with the refugee 
situation. ‘‘The problem lies 
mainly with the federal 
authorities,’’ he said. 

The protesters not only 
wanted to sensitise the Cana- 
dian’ public to the situation of 
refugees waiting to be accorded 


‘status, but to ‘‘force the Cana- 


dian Government to respect the 
contractural obligations it made 
in signing the Geneva Conven- 
tion,’’ according to the 
demonstration’s press release. 
The Canadian Government 


has not only cut off aid to 


refugees but is delaying the pro- 
cess of inquiry into their cases, 
according few of them official 
refugee status. 

The Québec government, on 
the other hand, is allocating 
$140 per month to 1800 refugees 
and $500 per month to 250 
refugee families, according to 


-Beaupré. As well, approximate- 


ly 1600 refugees receive Welfare 
payments. 


The Table de concertation’s 
secretary, Giovanni Fiorino, 
wants both federal and provin- 
cial governments to reopen 
‘‘negociation”’ talks on the sub- 
ject and urges the Canadian 
Government to desist in its 
denial of refugees their basic 
right of asylum. ;

The Institute’s staff and 
publications have enjoyed wide 
reknown and its graduates have 


in turn contributed to the . 


growth of their academic 
discipline. A unique cataloguing 
system suited specifically to 
oriental libraries has also been 
developed by the Islamic 
Studies Library. 


The growth of the depart- 
ment has included the 
establishing of a research 
branch ‘in Tehran. Institute 
students are no longer: able to 
conduct research there as Ira- 
nian authorities have restricted 
entry to foreign students. 
However, the government has 
not made any attempts to take 
over the branch, and its director 
continues to be a member of the 
Institute’s staff,

According to long-time In- 
stitute staffer - Joan Naylor, 
‘‘the centralisation of the ad- 
ministrative office, the common 
room and the seminar rooms is 
going to lead to greater interac- 
tion among faculty and 
students. 

However, she added, ‘‘I have 


‘a concern that we are going to 


be isolated even more than at 
present. The main drawback 
will be how to maintain and im- 
prove inter-disciplinary interac- 
tion with the rest of the univer- 
sity.’ 


It is also true that like much 
of the academic world, the In- 
stitute — along with its counter- 
parts at other universities which 
study Islam — -remains 
somewhat isolated from the 
larger-community. Despite their 


sober endeavours to understand 


the Muslim world, the average 
Westerner’s source of informa- 


tion on things Islamic relies; on

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The Board of Governors of McGill University is the supreme governing body 
of this institution. It deliberates on administration appointments, general univer- 


sity policy and finances. Sometimes it deliberates lengthily and sometimes 
bureaucratically, but on the issue of investment, it should deliberate carefully. 





This year, with the McGill Advancement Program, the Board is attempting to 
raise $61 million for the university. Under the auspices of this fund-raising drive, 


McGill will receive money from possibly hundreds of corporations. As the dollars 


flow in, the Board should examine what organisations the university is aligning 
itself with. | 


With the membership of its own Board of Governors, McGill already has 
dubious moral affiliations with corporations. Several Governors sit on the Board 
as representatives of companies or banks with investments in South Africa. 


Governor David M. Culver is the President of Alcan, which owns shares in 
Huletts Aluminum, a South African Company. Governor Rowland Frazee is the 
President of Royal Bank, which owns 20 per cent of Orion Bank, which has 
thousands of dollars in outstanding loans to the South African government. 


: Governor A. D. Hamilton represents the Bank of Commerce which also loans 


money to South Africa. Governor Charles Perrault is the director of Molson’s, 
which owns gasoline dispenseries in South Africa. Governor Philip Vineberg 
represents Seagram’s, which has a liquor distributing firm in South Africa. 
Governor Emeritus C. W: Webster is the Director of the Bank of Montréal which 


* also funds the South African regime. A 


These men have sat on McGill's Board of Governors for years. Some of them 
have family and corporate connections that have influenced the financial and in- 
vestment policy of this university for decades. It is time the investment policy of 


the Board was kept in check. 


The Bank of Montréal, one of Canada’s leading investors in South Africa, 
handles most of McGill’s financial transactions. The unifersity has consistently 
placed its money in the hands of this institution as well as letting itself be in- 
fluenced by members of other institutions with similar amoral investment policy. 
It is again time again to demand that the Board of Governors examine the moral 
and social implications of where they invest and who they receive money from. 


One method of keeping the Board in check is to ask them to do it themselves. 
Individual governors should decide if he or she is in a conflict of interest when 
voting on financial matters before the Board. 


A conflict of interest is founded on finances, not issues. A conflict arises when 
an individual on a governing body stands to profit or suffer from a decision that 
body will make. It is purely a money-based concept with morality acting as an 


* outside instigator to decide whether a conflict might exist. In McGill’s'case, the 


governors mentioned before stand to profit or suffer from McGill’s increased in- 
vestment or divestment in their corporations. They are in conflict of interest. 


In arriving at a moral policy for-university investment, self-interest could be 
more overpowering than a just fiscal policy for the university. To save themselves 
from accusations of conflict of interest, these governors should absent themselves 

from these specific proceedings. Thus, the Board could be a check on itself. 


With the incoming revenue from the current fund-raising campaign, the Board 
should also examine what corporations give the university money and why. 
Military research projects and funds from companies with South African ties 
should be discouraged from contributing to the university on a moral basis. The 
Board should also encourage companies to donate to the Arts departments as well 
as to the scientific, technical and research branches of McGill. | 


The Board obviously can’t be too picky in asking for donations, The university 
needs money, but the Board must be discriminating. No matter the financial 
straits of the university, the Board of Governors has an obligation to defend the 
morality of its investment policy. McGill, as a supposed enlightened institution of 
higher education, would be thrown into a whirlpool of hypocrisy if its financial 
policies were contrary. to the aspirations of justice a university atmosphere 
demands. 3 


But, due to the South African issue and the conflict of interest existing on the 


+ Board, McGill has already flung itself into this hypocrisy. There it is and there it 


remains, hopelessy flailing about, until the Board can justify its policies. This is 
up to individual Board members, but student pressure might urge the governors 
to action and alleviate an otherwise inevitible drowning.

‘the liquor industry through the 


government-owned Québec Li- 
quor Corporation (QLC). 

A commission report revealed 
the government had been in the 
practice of demanding cam- 








paign contributions from liquor 
suppliers in return for the listing 
of their products with the QLC. 
The report also stated that high- 
ranking Liberals controlled the 
importing firms that handled 
the liquor products sold by the 
liquor corporation. 

In a scandal of lesser import, 
the Bourassa government was 
accused of rigging talk shows by 
monopolising their telephone 
lines and asking -pre-arranged 
questions of government 
ministers. Bourassa denied he 
had authorised the practice. 

Bourassa gained a reputation 
as a union-buster in the early 
1970’s..He was criticised by in- 
ternational labor groups when 
three Québec labor leaders were 
imprisoned for counseling 
workers to disobey court in- 
junctions during an 11-day 
public service strike in 1972. : 

Later that year, the Bourassa 
government passed emergency 





legislation ordering 8,500 strik- 
ing Hydro Québec employees 
back to work. Earlier in the 


strike, Montréal’s anti-riot 
police squad had been called in 
to prevent strikers from per- 
suading non-unionised 


employees to join the strike. 
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‘In his recent leadership cam- 
paign speeches, Bourassa said 


that if he were premier, he 


would equalise the wages of the 
public and private sectors. He 
also vowed he would prevent 
strikes in hospitals and old age 
homes. 

Asked if he would keep his 


promise at the expense of im- 


prisoning more union leaders, 
he replied, ‘‘I am not here to 
discuss modalities of law, which 
will be tabled when we take 
power. I have to be elected 
leader first — I have to be 
elected premier. Then we will 
discuss the modalities and the 
application of the law.’’ 

While Bourassa is vaguely 
remembered for his govern- 
ment’s propensity for scandal, 
his term is noteworthy for the 
many social reforms passed 
under his aegis. — 

Women obtained the right to 
sit on juries in Québec courts 





and to drink in Brasseries. Also 
passed .were laws banning 
pyramid sales and consumer 
protecion legislation permitting 
the cancellation within five days 
of sales contracts made with 
door-to-door salesmen, … 
Though he earned the ire of 
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Indians and environmentalists, 
he is credited with master- 
minding the multi-billion dollar 
James Bay hydro-electic project 
and providing jobs 
Québecers at a time when the 
recession was beginning to be 
felt in other parts of Canada. 
The huge debt incurred to 
finance the project cushioned 
the Québec economy while the 
Liberals were in power, Con- 
struction of the dams dropped 
off shortly after the Parti 


Québecois took office. Now 


Bourassa has proposed a $55 
billion second phase of the 
James Bay development as part 
of his vision .of industrial 
revitalisation in Québec. 
Bourassa’s platform in the 
next provincial election will 
likely be the same as the one 
that earned him the Liberal 
leadership — 
revitalisation through 
technological research and 
development and government 
incentives to industry. _ 
Bourassa said he would step 
up funding to universities for 
graduate studies in applied 


science, engineering and ad- : 
. ministration, 


with a view 
toward develéping a high-tech 


. industry in Québec, He also said 
that the curbing of youth. 


unemployment would be a 
priority for a Liberal govern- 
ment. If the economy is 
revitalised, increased’ produc- 
tivity will eventually boost 
employment, Bourassa said. 


Asked what specific pro- 
grams he would implement to © 
- stimulate youth employment, he 


spoke vaguely of ‘‘flexibilities 
in the minimum wage,’’ appren- 


ticeships and an-the-job train- ~ 


ing arrangements between 

employers and universities. 
Bourassa was unpopular 

among Québec anglophones 


because of Bill 22, the 1974 law 


which funnelled the children of 
non-English-speaking im- 
migrants into French ‘schools. 
But he is apt to seem less radical 
to the English after the ex- 
perience of Bill 101, which re- 
quires the children of 
anglophones not educated in 
Québec to study in French 
schools. 

He. had foreseen that the 
government had to make impor- 
tant concessions to the fran- 
cophone majority in order to 


avert public dissension. Ad- — 


dressing an angry group of 
English speaking parents in 
1975, he told them they had bet- 
ter learn to live with Bill 22 ‘‘or 
face the possibility of even more 
radical legislation-later.’’ 
During the leadership con- 


vention and at a press con-. 


ference that followed, he pro- 
mised to ingrrtiate himself with 
English C . .ecers and to curb 
the abuse: vf Bill 101.
